2.9 Ownership details 


2.9.1 |The Owner will ensure a member of the LR Group - Marine and Offshore division is promptly informed in writing of any 
change to their contact details and, in the event of a vessel/asset transfer or sale, is to supply details of the new Owner in writing.
